Philadelphia, Feb. 24—This was i 
day of peace following five days of 
war. ‘lhe business-like state con- 
stabulary, 250 strong, were 
sible for it.

As a consequence there was not i 
shot fired today, where during the 
preceding days hundreds of bullets 
nave whistled through the normally 
peaceful Quaker City air. ‘There was 
seareely a brick thrown, although 
previously so many glass windows of 
the trolley cars had been shattered 


that glassers throw up their hands 
and say that there is not any more 
alass of the right size and sort left 
in town. 

For the first time since the strike 
began, cars ran tonight on the prin- 
cipal lines—Thirteenth and 
teenth streets and Chestnut and Wal- 
nut streets. These met with no vio- 
lenee and the crowds oreat least some 
of them enjoyed the luxury of riding 
home in an ‘eleetrically propelled 
vehicle instead of in the wagon that 
their vegetable hucksters sold them 
potatoes from in the morning, 

Company Claims Victory. 

The Philadelphia Rapid 
Company is now making the unquali- 
fied statement that it: has won the 
strike and apparently it could run its 
cars provided no violence is offered 
the crews. ‘There were about 50 cars 
running today and tonight after darl< 
about 60. Of course that is a ridic- 
ulously small number for a town of
